


• 19 clubs are currently allowed to host at least 3,000 fans

• 17 have already hosted at least 3K for one or more games 

• 2 others (ARZ, WAS) to host at least 3K for the first time this weekend

• On average, clubs expect to manifest 16% of their stadium’s bowl 

capacity; numbers are generally increasing as clubs host fans and 

seek local government approval for additional capacity

In coordination with the Infection Control for Sports, all clubs hosting over 1,000 fans are required to follow up with state and 

local health departments after each game to confirm no COVID case clusters have been traced to our games...



Sentiment from fans regarding how safe they felt leading up to, during, and after the game 

has been extremely positive, and fan expectations have been met and often times exceeded, 

which is a testament to the work being done by clubs when hosting fans:

• of fans league-wide have reported feeling safe at games (less than 2% have felt 

unsafe) and this continues to trend upward

• of fans who attended Ford Field on Sunday (11/1) reported feeling safe / no 

respondents to our survey reported feeling unsafe

• of fans have reported feeling informed of their club’s COVID protocols prior to 

attending a game and this continues to trend upward

• of fans who attended Ford Field on Sunday (11/1) reported feeling informed as 

a result of our “Know Before You Go” communication
